Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was 
agreed to if an agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant requested clarification of the previous Office action. Two issues were 
discussed during the interview in order to further assist applicant in understanding the Office's 
position that applicant has made an election by original presentation, as evidenced by the 
proposed claims that are directed to a combination which does not require the particulars of the 
already examined subcombination. The issues (as presented in the detailed Office action) are: 

First, subcombination claim 1 as originally claimed required that each of the three recited 
steps of comparing, determining, and adjusting be performed. In other words, the originally 
claimed and examined subcombination had a certain specificity, for example, loop 420, 430, 434, 
435 as depicted in FIG. 4. 

Second, proposed combination claim 1, as proposed in the reply filed 12 December 2005, 
includes a conditional statement tied to the determining step whereby the adjusting step may or 
may not be performed. The subcombination portion of proposed combination claim 1 is broader 
in scope than the originally filed subcombination claim 1 because the proposed combination 
claim does not necessarily include all three of the steps of comparing, determining, and 
adjusting. 

Therefore, applicant had elected by original presentation the subcombination requiring 
the steps of comparing, determining, and adjusting. And the examiner maintained the position 
that the proposed combination claim 1 includes a subcombination that is broader in scope than 
the originally claimed subcombination claim 1 .
